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Preface 


This  bibliography  lists  research  reports,  articles,  and  speeches  concerned 
■with  the  marketing  of  woody  plants — and  particularly  woody  ornamental  plants. 
It  was  compiled  for  use  in  the  Southern  Regional  Project,  SM-33,  The  Impacts 
of  Economic  and  Technological  Change  on  the  Structure  and  Performance  of  the 
Woody  Ornamental  Nursery  Industry.   This  contribution  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  the  regional  project  is  part  of  a  broad  program  of  marketing 
research  for  floriculture  and  ornamental  horticulture. 

The  Bibliography  of  Agriculture  provided  most  of  the  references  listed. 
Other  references  were  obtained  from  Marketing  of  Ornamental  Nursery  Stock, 
Horticultural  Research  Institute,  Inc. , 1965;  Roots  and  References,  State 
Library  of  Michigan;  and  from  reports  of  various  State  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations.   Additional  references  were  obtained  from  trade  journals  and 
periodicals.  Almost  all  of  the  marketing  research  for  horticultural  specialty 
crops  has  been  conducted  as  part  of  regional  research  in  the  Northeast,  North 
Central,  and  Southern  States  and  is  similar  to  the  work  being  done  in  SM-33-
